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TOWN WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 





To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windham in the County of 
Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Hebi Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Windham on Tuesday, the ninth day of March, next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 

3. To bring in your votes for the election of delegates 
at large; one delegate to the Constitutional Convention; alter- 
nate delegates at large, District delegates, alternate District 
delegates to the National Convention of the Democratic and 
Republican parties to be held for the purpose of nominating 
party candidates for President and Vice-President of the 
United States. 

4. To hear the reports of Auditors, agents and other 
Committees heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

5. Toseeif the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and Treasurer to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount 
for the early payment of taxes, or take any action relating 
thereto. | 

7. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the Tax 
Collector’s deed. 

8. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day, and 
appoint a committee for same. 

5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the repairs of highways and bridges for the year ensuing 
and make appropriation for same. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to apply for T. R. A. 
for Class V. roads. 

11. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Fire Department. 
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12. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Police Department. 

13. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for tar for Town roads. | 

14. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate to sand Class V. roads. 

15. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for relief of needy persons and old age 
assistance. 

16. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate $25., 
to be matched by a like amount from the State, for fire fight- 
ing equipment. 

17. Toseeif the Town will vote to buy additional snow 
fence and posts, and to raise and appropriate a sum of money 
for same. 

18. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate ‘a sum 
of money to be used for the Town Dump maintenance. 

19. By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to rescind 
that portion of Article No. 21 adopted at the Annual Town 
Meeting of 1942, with reference to electing Fire Wards; and 
vote to establish the office of Fire Chief, for a term of three 
(3) years, whose duties shall be the management, supervision 
and regulation of the Windham Fire Department. The Fire 
Chief shall be responsible to the Board of Selectmen for all 
actions of the Department and shall be elected in the same 
manner as all other Town Officers. This article shall, if passed, 
be put into effect at the Annual Town Meeting to be held in 
March 1949. 

20. By Cemetery Committee: To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $150. for the purpose 
of painting the hearse house and for the care of recently im- 
proved plots in both the Hill and the Plains cemeteries, and 
any balance left to be used to improve the service men’s lot. 

21. By Petition: To see if the Town of Windham will 
vote $500. to continue construction of a black road on Castle 
Hill Read to Mrs. Ben Markewich corner by her pump house. 

22. By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate $500. to be used to straighten and widen the 
Windham-Nashua Road, starting from Gowing’s corner lead- 
ing through to the tar road at Nelson Otis corner, and put 
same in condition to tar. 

23. 'Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $130.42 to the Merrimack Valley Region 
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Association for the purpose of publicizing and promoting the 
natural advantages and resources of the town in co-operation 
with the other 87 communities in the Merrimack Valley 
Region. 

24. Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400. to be used to complete the Permanent Honor 
Roll to be installed in the Library. 

25. Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to paint the exterior of the Town Hall. 

26. Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to be used to shingle the roof of the Town 
Hall. 

27.  Tosee if the Town will vote to consider any change 
in the rental fee of the Town Hall.

FOREST FIRE PROBLEM SERIOUS 





The year 1947 was one of the worst periods of drought 
and forest fire occurrence in eastern United States history. 
Lack of water ruined crops, lowered water levels and dried 
up brooks everywhere. Three months of deficient rainfall and 
abnormally high temperatures resulted in many fires which 
were mostly well controlled and kept within bounds. Only 
the high winds beginning on October 23rd caused a few fires 
to escape beyond immediate control. These few fires resulted 
in burning some 15,000 acres and the loss of 63 or more build- 
ings in four New Hampshire towns. 

All October fires were costly. They burned deeply in the 
ground and required day and night patrol of large crews of 
men until the rains came late in October. ‘Towns which 
escaped from serious fires might easily have been in the midst 
of the most serious conflagrations we had. 
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Governor Dale closed the woods effective at midnight of 
October 15th. With the blow-up of October 23rd, a second 
proclamation closed all back roads and authorized towns to 
inaugurate patrol. The effect of this was to cut down subse- 
quent fires for the rest of the dry period. 

Local fire warden forces performed an admirable job to 
hold the more than 200 fires that occurred during this October 
period. Manymen were taxed to the utmost as the emergency 
continued. To them and all those who did their work, the 
people of New Hampshire owe a debt of gratitude. The state 
forest fire control agency based on local town wardens and » 
town crews wherever adequately equipped rose to the occa- 
sion and met the test in whatever town their services were 
needed. 

It is now time to take stock everwhere of our fire fight- 
ing facilities for the season ahead and to make them adequate 
where necessary. To this end town fire plans and training 
programs for wardens, deputies and other key men in each 
district are being arranged or in progress. If equipment and 
tools are insufficient properly to equip the available man 
power in each community with the right tools for the job, 
they should be provided for at once. The yearly addition of 
fire tools to the town supply will generally need to be built up. 
The state sells tools to the towns and shares one-half their 
cost. Good equipment is important and can help greatly to 
keep both damage and fire costs at a minimum. 

For many years we have requested our wardens not to 
issue burning permits except on rainy days. This regulation 
will be in effect again this year as it is one of the best means 
of assuring such fires from getting out of control. Nine out of 
every ten fires can be prevented, 98 percent of all fires being 
due to human carelessness. Be sure to get a permit for any 
fire in or near woodland when the ground is free from snow. 
Be sure your fires are always out before you leave them. Help 
us in getting the travelling public to keep from throwing out 
lighted matches or cigarettes. Be careful of all fires in or near 


woodland.

The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the School District in the Town of 
Windham, N. H., qualified:to vote in district affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
district on the 6th day of March, 1948 at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 

2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

3. To choose a member of the School Board for the ensuing 
three years. 

4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any 
other officer or agent of the district. 

6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or 
officers chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

7. To choose Agents, Auditors, and Committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this Warrant. 

8. To see if the district will vote to make any alteration in 
the amount of money required to be assessed for the ensuing 
year for the support of public schools and the payment of the 
statutory obligations of the district, as determined by the 
School Board in its annual report. 

9. To see if the District will vote to build and equip an 
addition to the Windham Center School in order to provide 
one additional classroom to take care of the increase in pupils 
of school age, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

10. If the vote onthe aforesaid article is in the affirmative, 
to see if the District will vote to authorize the School Board 
to issue serial notes or bonds of the School District in an 
amount not exceeding $25,000 for the purpose of defraying 
the cost of the addition to the Windham Center School, said 
notes or bonds to be prepared, issued and sold in accordance 
with the terms of the Municipal Bond Statute.

Enrollment 


The present enrollment presented problems which were 
solved by the transfer of two grades. The sixth grade was 
taken to Searles and the third grade moved into the inter- 
mediate room. A comparison of the January 30 total enroll- 
ment indicates that the growth of our school population since 
1945 has been rapid.

In addition to the fact that the enrollment increased by 
12% the changed age of entrance was a factor in reducing our 
enrollment slightly for this year. 

The Metropolitan Life Ins. Co. has prepared data based 
on the birth statistics of the past few years that have brought 
forcibly to our attention the necessity of taking steps to pro- 
vide for anticipated increases. On the basis of this data 
Windham’s growth in school population is in excess of the 
national rate up to the present. The year 1945 is used as a 
base and the following figures indicate what enrollments 
might be expected to reach in the years immediately ahead.

According to the above figures we have already passed 
what present statistical data indicates would be the peak. In 
view of the fact that we have already had to remove the 
pianos from the class rooms to make room for additional 
seating facilities it was deemed advisable to insert an article 
in the warrant to provide an additional room to house the 
present enrollment more satisfactorily and also to provide 
for anticipated growth. The crowded conditions make it 
difficult if not impossible to render the greatest service to our 
pupils. 

In addition to the problems created in the class room 
by the increased enrollment transportation facilities were 
taxed to such an extent that it became necessary to reroute » 
transportation facilities with additional costs. 

Another factor in regard to school population that needs 
to be considered is the fact that at the present neighboring 
communities are educating some 15 Windham elementary 
students. If these communities, because of crowded condi- 
tions, refuse to accept these students the load on Windham 
facilities will be increased. 

The general conduct and attitude of Windham pupils is 
commendable. The cooperative, helpful attitude revealed in 
most situations is such that maximum accomplishment is 
possible. It also reveals that intangible lessons that should 
be a concomitant to subject matter teaching are being taught. 
That this is so is a genuine tribute to the services of the teach- 
ers entrusted with the guidance of your children. 


Physical Facilities 


For the first time in several years the availability of sup- 
plies and labor made it possible to complete a much needed 
maintenance program. The exteriors of both Searles and 
Center Schools were painted.. The work not only improved 
the appearance but also will preserve and protect the build- 
ings. yi 
Another major improvement was begun. The swamp 
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adjacent to the Center School was cleared. The drain pipe 
was relaid in accord with a new grade supplied by the State 
Highway Department and 500 loads of fill dumped into the 
area. As funds permit this work will be continued annually 
until the whole area is filled and made available for play- 
space. In addition certain hazards are being removed as the 
fill progresses. 

The Searles School blackboards were replaced by a more 
modern writing surface. The writing surface now in use is 
prepared expressly as a means of conserving sight. In addi- 
tion book shelves were built in so that class room library 
facilities can be developed gradually at the upper grade level. 


Instruction 
This year the entire school population was provided with 
a spelling book. The haphazard presentation through the use 
of one book in the hands of the teacher has now been displaced 
by a uniform properly graded series which should produce 
better results throughout the grades. 
The increased enrollment has required a considerable 
number of small purchases to furnish pupils with basic texts. 


Budget 

The budget proposed shows an overall increase of $1,436 
with an increase in tax levy of $686. The discrepancy between 
the two figures is due to the fact that estimated income is 
higher despite the fact that we do not anticipate any cash 
balance. The budgetary increase is due primarily to tuition 
costs, transportation and teachers salaries. Tuition costs are 
divided in two parts, high school and elementary. The in- 
crease in high school tuition costs is due to one factor, in- 
creased rate of tuition. The increase of the state average for. 
the past year was $15. Estimates of the state department’ 
indicate that the increase this year will be as much or more. 
Elementary tuition increase is due to two factors, increased 
number of pupils and increased costs. In the area in which 
the greatest cost occurs, the number of tuition pupils 
increased from 3 to 12. In addition the elementary rate of 
tuition has also definitely increased. Thus both tuition costs 
are estimated at a level as high or higher than previously. 

Increased transportation is primarily due to increased 
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enrollment. Increased mileage due to the increased enroll- 
ment is the reason for the increase. 

The other main item of increase is teachers’ salaries. 
This item will be at comparatively a high level for several 
years if not permanentiy. The competitive wage and salary 
scales have forced school districts everywhere to meet this 
competition. In order to attract the desirable type teacher 
and to retain the services of competent teachers it is neces- 
sary to raise salaries to the point where the positions are 
desirable. 

In face of rising costs to hold the budget level at a point 
where an increase of only $636 is necessary is, I believe, com- 
mendable particularly when such a slight increase in current 
operating costs does not curtail any services. 


Conclusion 

The schools have operated well in the past year. We are 
not satisfied that there is no room for improvement but the . 
children of the district have made satisfactory progress. The 
progress will continue. Greater progress can and will be made 
when stability of enrollment enables teachers and all connect- 
ed with the schools to expend time and energy in improving 
rather than in maintaining the “status quo” with increasing 
numbers. 

The program advanced in the special articles is recom- 
mended to the board and the district as a means of promoting 
such a program. The need is apparent. The educational needs. 
of the children of the district should be met and an adequate 
physical plant should be available if we are to meet our 
responsibility to those children. 

The work of the schools is dependent on many inter- 
related factors. The cooperation of pupils, parents, teachers, 
school board and other officials is vital to the successful 
operation of a school. It has been my good fortune to have 
had such cooperation. I appreciate sincerely the opportunity 
to work for the educational benefit of pupils in such an atmos- 
phere.
